The Crown Prince told the Pontiff that Emperor Yoshi- 
hito had intrusted him with the mission of conveying to the 
Pope his greetings and wishes for a long and prosperous 
reign. Pope Benedict replied he was much gratified by the 
cordial expressions. 


Lucky to Get That Much 

The “New York Times”, May 29, 1921, said that the will 
of the late John Holzinger, sometimes known as “John Olzni- 
ger,” of 103% St. Mark’s Place, who died om May 7, was filed 
for probate in the Surrogate’s office yesterday. His estate, 
after paying a few small debts and the expenses of a modest 
funeral with the exception of $5 was bequeathed to societies 
of the Roman Catholic Church. The estate was valued at 
$11,500 in personal property. 

August Holzinger, a brother, lives at 311 East Eighteenth 
Street, and the will bequeaths to him “the sum of $5, to be 
his absolutely and forever.” 
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Not at All Surprising 

A Dublin despatch to the Brooklyn “Tablet” of June 11 
says that in the south and west of Ireland the Protestant 
population is diminishing. This admission was made by the 
Protestant Dean of Clonmecnoise at a meeting of his congre- 
gation. He added that it would be difficult for them to keep 
their schools open unless they got extraneous aid. Another 
clerical speaker was afraid that some of the churches might 
have to be closed. The wonder is that under the rampant Sinn 
Feinism of those parts of Ireland there are any in existence at 
all. Nor would there be any left in Ulster if Mr. De Valera 
and his Papal supporters succeeded in establishing real Rome 
Rule throughout the Island. 


The Will of King Henry VIII

“As to his (Henry’s) last will, which bears date, December 
30, 1546, it runs altogether in the strain of the old religion, 
excepting the title that he gives himself, of being the Supreme 
Head of the Church of England immediately under God. He 
professes his belief in the “Real Presence of Christ in the 
Sacrament of the Altar; he ‘instantly desires’ the prayers of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary, and ‘all the holy company of 
heaven’; he directs Altars to be erected and Masses to be 
offered, for the repose of his soul, ‘while the world shall en- 
dure’; and he assigns a sum of 1,000 marks to be distributed 
in alms on the day of his burial, ordering his executors to 
‘move the poor people to pray heartily unto God for the 
remission of his offences, and the wealth of his soul.’ ’’— 
Dodd’s “Church History,” Tierney’s edition, (Vol. I., p. 320).

Louisiana Falling in Line on Papal Education 

According to a New Orleans despatch (June 10) to the 
Brooklyn “Tablet,” June 19, among the provisions likely to 
be a part of the new basic law of Louisiana now being framed 
by the Constitutional Convention, at Baton Rouge, is one 
governing the teachers and curricula of public and private 
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schools. The new article clothes the State Board of Educa- 
tion with authority to “prescribe the qualifications and provide 
for the certification of the teachers of elementary, secondary, 


trade, normal and collegiate schools” and “to approve private 
schools and colleges, whose sustained curriculum is of a grade 
equal to that prescribed for similar schools and educational 
institutions of the State.” 

In another article is contained a prohibition of the use of 
public funds for the support of any private or sectarian school. 


Sinn Fein in Australia 


The Loyalists of Australia have been moved to express 
themselves in vigorous terms against the Sinn Fein propa- 
ganda in their midst. In a letter to the Melbourne “Argus” 
(March 26) Mr. Alex. Leeper, a champion of loyalty, quotes 
for the enlightenment of the Australian public the following 
from the official organ of Sinn Fein:—“Our only safety, our 
only hope of national development and national honor, lies 
in cutting ourselves free from the last tie that binds us to 
sritish Imperialism. Our only path to the glorious and happy 
Ireland of our aspirations lies through the downfall of the 
British Empire.” Archbishop Mannix and his followers in 
Australia are doing all they can to destroy both Britain and 
Protestantism. Can anyone believe that the Vatican would 
not hail with delight such a consummation ?—“The Bulwark”

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THE POLISH NATIONAL CATHOLIC CHURCH 


On Thursday, June 9, 1921, the Fourth Synod of the 
Polish National Catholic Church, held at Scranton, Pa., 
“abolished the celibacy of the priests as an institution contrary 


to the freedom of men, immoral and obnoxious.” These 
quoted words are those of Bishop Francis Hodur himself, 
written in a reply to a letter from the Editor of this Magazine. 
The vote of the delegates was unanimous. Of these there 
were 150, from all parts of the country. 

On the first day the emblem of the Church was consecrated 
by Bishop Hodur, the address being given by Rev. L. Gro- 
chowski, of Dickson City. On a light blue background is 
an open book, which represents the Bible, the light, the know!l- 
edge to all peoples; to its right is a cross, the ensigr and 
chosen symbol of Christianity ; to its left, a palm, the emblem 
of victory ; about these is the rising sun whose beams furnish 
life, heat and motion; underneath are the words, “Pra wda, 
Praca, Walka,” which mean “Truth, Labor, Struggle.” 

The delegates convened in afternoon session in the 
parochial hall. Bishop Hodur introduced the Rev. R. P. 
Kreitler, of St. Luke’s Episcopal church, who conveyed the 
greetings of Bishop Darlington, of Harrisburg, to the dele- 
gates and extended the sympathies of the Episcopal church. 
Bishop Hodur delivered the salutatory address, which was 
accepted by Bishop-elect Grochowski, of Buffalo, N. Y. 
Bishop Hodur gave a review of the history of the church and 
told of its expansion and growth. Since 1914, he said, the 
church has grown from forty churches and forty-one priests 
to fifty churches and fifty-three priests today. 

With regard to the celibacy of clergy it will be optional 
with the members of the various congregations whether or 
not they want a married rector. If they elect to have their 
priests remain single then an unmarried clergyman will be 
assigned to the parish and a married priest will go to a church 
where the members do not object to his having a wife. 

In an editorial, “The Scranton Times,” June 10, said: 
The Polish National Catholic Church, in this city at least, is 
made up mostly of dissenters from the Roman Catholic 
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church. These people have always.been accustomed to a 
celibate priesthood and the decision to permit clergymen of 
the church to marry is without a doubt one of the most im- 
portant steps taken since the organization of the church by 
Bishop Hodur a quarter of a century ago. 

In “The Protestant Review,” November, 1918, the late 
Rev. T. V. Jakimowicz thus enumerated the reforms instituted 
by Bishop Hodur up to that time: the abolition of the Latin 
Mass, substituting for it Polish prayers; the change of private 
confession into a public declaration of repentance and faith 
—the prayer of absolution being almost identical with that 
in the Book of Common Prayer in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church; the abolition of “the idea of expiatory Purgatory,”— 
the worship of saints, Mariolatry, rosaries, scapulars and 
indulgences. “The only authority we retain and that the 
Bishop recommends is that of the Holy Bible, the reading of 
which we urge upon our people—especially the New Testa- 
ment. Our Head and Chief Pastor is Jesus Christ. We rely 
alone on His mediation and crown Him Lord of all.”

Last month, in our account of the memorial service for 
five ‘“Christ’s Mission Priests” who had passed to their reward 
without having become “reconciled” to the Roman Church we 
said that we would publish in this issue the public statement 


issued by the late Rev. T. V. Jakimowicz upon his marriage in 
Buffalo in 1897, but find ourselves obliged to hold it over. 

In later years he became identified with the Polish Na- 
tional Catholic Church, founded by the late Bishop Koslowski, 
of which body Bishop Hodur, of Scranton, Pa., is now head. 


In “The Protestant Review” for October,-1919, appeared 
an article from the Rev. T. V. Jakimowicz concerning the all- 
Polish convention at Detroit, at which Mr. Paderewski osten- 
tatiously kissed the hand of the Roman Bishop, declaring that 
all present were Roman Catholics and would remain loyal to 
the Pope, although Lutherans, Calvinists, Zwinglians, Re- 
formed Mariavites, and others were present. 

The remarks made by our former priest concerning the 
Polish parochial schools are of interest now, because of the 
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fight being made by the Roman hierarchy and their hench- 
men, the Knights of Columbus, upon the Sheppard-Towner 
Bill placing the supervision of the Federal Government over 
all educational institutions. He said: 

“As long as the Polish parochial schoo!s exist in their pres- 
ent form there is little hope of accomplishing much in the 
way of reformation; they are seminaries of darkness* and 
slavery to the Pope. They constitute a real peril not only to 
the propagation of American principles, but to the nation 
itself. Declarations of loyalty to the country and to the 
President are but a play—words of deception. 


“There are four millions of Poles in this country, and the 
great majority of them cannot read or write English. 

“All who wish to be of real help to the Polish people 
here must advocate the public school system, for only through 


that kind of education is there any possibility of improvement 
of religious conditions.” 


GET YOUR PASTOR TO SUBSCRIBE 

The ignorance of many ministers even of considerable edu- 
cational attainments—as to the true character of the Papal 
cult, was recently manifested in the remark of a pastor to a 
member of his congregation that he would rather see her 
marry “a good Catholic” than a follower of Mrs. Eddy. He 
did not say exactly what he meant by the word “good” but 
he made it plain that he did not consider the Vatican or its 
principles as constituting any menace to this nation or its 
liberties.

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THE PROPAGANDA MOVIE FILM “DECEPTION” 

This propaganda picture play is getting considerable 
“boosting” from the Papal press. It is well staged, the acting 
is good, and the costumes are correct and elaborate. It is, 
appropriately, a German film—and the purpose is to create 
animosity against “England” as represented by Henry VIII, 
and also to create the false impression that he was a Protes- 
tant and the founder of the present “Church of England” by 
law established. 

The particular historical episode presented is the divorce 
of the King from Queen Catherine. Anyone unacquainted 
with the facts of history would gather that the whole matter 
of the divorce was a matter merely a few weeks or months in 
duration and found its beginning and ending in the desire of 
the King for a younger and more attractive queen. 

Such an impression is at wide variance with the facts, for 
only a few of which we have space at this time; but we set 
forth these, in brief. 


1. From 1455 to 1485 England was more or less devastated by 
the Wars of the Roses, waged by the partisans of the houses 
of York and Lancaster, the badge of the former being the 
white Rose and the red being that of Lancaster. 


2. In the last battle, Bosworth Field, Richard III was de- 
feated and slain, and he was succeeded by Henry VII (Lan- 
castrian) who by his marriage with Elizabeth, daughter of 
Edward IV (Yorkist), united these factions and became the 
first sovereign of the Tudor line. 

3. Henry VIII was the second son of Henry VII. 

4. Queen Catherine, daughter of Isabella the Catholic, 
Queen of Spain, was born in 1485, and in 1501 married 
Arthur, Prince of Wales, elder son of King Henry VII, and 
was left a widow five months later. 


5. King Henry VII and King Ferdinand of Spain (Cathe- 
rine’s father), decided a short time afterwards that Catherine 
should be transferred, with the inheritance of the crown, to 
the new heir (Henry), then only twelve years old.

6. The marriage of a man to his brother’s widow was 
contrary to English national law, and also to Roman canon 
law. 

7. A dispensation was reluctantly granted by Pope Julius 
Il; according to a Minute of a Brief of that Pope, March 13, 
1504, the Papal agent was instructed to tell Ferdinand that 
a marriage which was at variance “a jure et laudabilibus mori- 
bus” could not be permitted “nisi maturo consilio et necessi- 


tatis causa.” (Rolls House MS.) 


8. Henry VII died April 21, 1509, and Henry VIII mar- 
ried his brother’s widow June 11, of that year. 


9. Between that year and 1518, at least three sons were 


born who died in infancy, and the Princess Mary, born in 1516, 
was delicate from the time of her birth. 

10. These occurrences and other personal mishaps of the 
queen were regarded by Henry as indications of the displeas- 
ure of God because of the marriage. 

11. If the sickly Princess survived her father, her accession 
to the throne would be a temptation to insurrection; if she 
did not live, and the King had no other children, a civil war 
[a recrudescence of the Wars of the Roses, between the 
Houses of York and Lancaster—Ed.] was inevitable. 

12. Henry did not commence any proceedings for a divorce 
until 1527. 

13. In the previous year the Bishop of Tarbes had com- 
menced negotiations for a marriage between the Princess 
Mary and a son of the King of France. And it was this 
prelate who, at the first conference, raised the question in the 
name of his government as to the validity of the Papal dis- 
pensation of Pope Julius II, as affecting the legitimacy of 
the princess. Froude says in his “History of England from 
the Fall of Wolsey to the Death of Elizabeth” (p. 114) that 
the earliest intimation he could find of any intended divorce 
was in June 1527, at which time Wolsey was privately con- 
sulting the bishops. 


Now, what moved me to 't— 
I will be bold with time and your attention :— 
Then mark the inducement. Thus it came—give heed to ’t— 
My conscience first received a tenderness, 
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Secruple, and prick, on certain speeches uttered 
By the Bishop of Bayonne, then French ambassador; 
Who had been hither sent on the debating 
A marriage ‘twixt the Duke of Orleans and 
Our daughter Mary: i’ the progress of this business 
Ere a determinate resolution, he 
(I mean the Bishop) did require a respite; 
Wherein he might the King his lord advertise 
Whether our daughter were legitimate, 
Respecting this our marriage with the dowager, 
Sometime our brother's wife. This respite shook 
The bosom of my conscience.

14. It was not until 1533 that the King’s marriage was 
declared void by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and that with 
Anne Boleyn valid. 


15. Henry lived and died a Roman Catholic, and in his will 
left money for masses to be said for the repose of his soul. 


16. In 1521 he wrote “Assertio Septem Sacramentorum” 
against Luther, for which Pope Leo X conferred upon him 
the title of “Defender of the Faith” (“Fidei Defensor”) still 
borne by British sovereigns, for which stand the letters “F. 
D.” on some of the English coins. 


17. He not only did not believe a single Protestant doctrine, 
but he persecuted those who did, to the very death. 

All his life Henry was a “good” Catholic so far as his 
religious beliefs and his ethical standards were concerned. If 
no better, he was no worse than the general run of the other 
princes and rulers of his time, whose standards of conduct 
were, of course, in line with those set by the Court of the 
Vatican. 

Pope Leo X was a native of Florence, and the following 
inscription to him written on his entry to that city after he 
became Pope throws a lurid light on his personal character: 

Olim habuit Cypra sua tempora: tempora mavos 
Olim habuit; nune sua tempora Pallas habet: 
Mars fuit; est Pallas; Cypra semper erit. 

The word “Cypra” is more suggestive of lewdness than 

the word “Venus” would have been. 
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“A MEDIEVAL HUN” 


This is the title of a five-act historical drama by John L. 
Carleton, of Woodstock, N. B., Canada. It deals with the 
circumstances that led up to the historic visit of Henry IV, 
successor of Charlemagne, King of Germany and titular Em- 
peror of the Holy Roman Empire, to the castle of Canossa, 
where he made abject submission to Pope Gregory VII, by 
whom he had been excommunicated. 

The drama itself gives a colorful presentation of the ethics 
of an age in which, for practical purposes there was nothing 
of what might be termed “Protestant” or “evangelical” in- 
fluence to introduce any element of an elevating nature into 
the “morals” of the Vatican. As no stream can rise higher 
that its spring, so no morals of either prince, priest or people, 
could be expected to be better that those of the Pontiff and 
the men who surrounded the alleged successor of St. Peter. 

One of the “high spots” of the play is the passage in 
which Godfrey and Raimond meet Pope Gregory in the Vati- 
can, where they went in order to assassinate him. The Pope 
faces them boldly and says: “Strike! I am ready. Strike 


an old man and release him to glory.” (They hesitate.) 
“Well, I await: why do you hesitate?’ (They raise swords; 
Gregory drops on one knee, with arms outstretched.) “Strike! 
Slay the Prince of the Apostles, and the Word made Flesh!” 
There is then sudden darkness in the room but a light rises 


outside, which displays the figures of angels in the stained- 
glass window behind the Pontiff, and the would-be assassins 
flee in terror. When these returned to Henry they explained 
the failure of their mission by saying that they had, at the 
critical moment seen “avenging angels with fiery swords,” 
and that about the form of the Pontiff was a light—“a light 
not of this world.” Henry naturally replies, “Satan’s magic! 
Sorcery! Witchcraft!” To which Raimond rejoins: 
“The visible act of an invisible God.” 


American readers of this drama may be reminded that 
in the twentieth century current journals have solemnly 
told us things about angels appearing during the war, and 
St. George helping hard-pressed Allied troops, to say nothing 
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of moving eyes of statues of the Virgin Mary and of Our 
Lord. Which all goes to show how strong a hold Papal super- 
stition has even to-day upon “intelligent” people. The book is 
issued by the Cornhill Co., Boston, Mass. (Dept. C. C.), and 
the price is $1.60.

The book before us bears the sub-title of “Repentance and 
Baptism,” and consists in great part of quotations from “the 
Ante-Nicene Fathers” of the Christian Church, selected in 
a way that demonstrates the wide reading and scholarship 
of Mr. Saxby Vouler Penfold, who modestly says in the 
title-page that the volume was “compiled and edited” by him. 

The theological student will find it of special value as 
furnishing him with apt citations from patristic literature 
with which to fortify his written or spoken statements of 
evangelical truth. On the last page is a quotation from 
Adin Ballou, in which we find this passage: 

“I also firmly believe that primitive Christianity began 
to be corrupted toward the close of the first century; that 


corruptions gradually increased in several respects, till they 
became radical at the union of Church and State, under Con- 
stantine the Great, in the fourth century; that henceforth 
they became chronic, with various fluctuating aggravations, 
through the dark ages down to the Protestant Reformation; 
and that, though partially alleviated by that great agitation 
and subsequent corrective influences, they still remain in such 


force as to nullify to a great extent, the excellence of the 
pure original. In order, therefore, to its final universal tri- 
umph, these corruptions must be thoroughly-purged away.”

In “The Sunday Visitor” (Huntington, Ind.) of June 19, 
1921, is a curious letter from a convert from Judaism to Roman 


Catholicism, written in reply to a correspondent of the paper 
who had in a previous issue enquired why he had not at 
some time in the past, asserted that he knew he was “saved.” 

Our Hebrew friend writes: “Strange, it is indeed, that 
a man of your ability to write does not know why I, as a 
member of the Roman Church, do not say “I AM SAVED.” 
I am mindful of the admonition of St. Paul not to be high- 
minded, but fear, I shall not know until after my trial here 
on earth is ended for a certainty that I am saved. I believe 
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that Christ died on the cross for me personally when He 
gave Himself up for the redemption of all. I believe it to be 
the will of Christ that all should be saved and therefore I am 
content in the knowledge that if | persevere in the Law of 
my Redeemer, as interpreted by His Church, I shall gain 
the inheritance of eternal glory. 


So | deliberately refrain 
from crying out like the Holy Rollers, ‘I AM SAVED.’ ” 
No one who is living in the joyful experience of Romans 
8:16, quoted above, can fail to feel deep sympathy for this 
Jewish convert to Romanism. Of course he cannot say he 


knows he is saved, because no member of the Roman Church 
is even taught the possibility of such an experience. What 
confidence he has in either the present or the future safety 
of his soul is based on his “persevering” in the interpretation 
of “the Law of his Redeemer” given by men who have no 
experience themselves of the power of Christ “to save from 
the uttermost to the uttermost” all those who come unto 
God by Him. There is none other name given under heaven 
by which we can be saved but that of our Lord Himself, 
and the personal sense of salvation from either the guilt or 
the power of sin cannot be obtained from the mere acceptance 
of the teaching of the Church of Rome—or of any other 
Church. Jesus said: “Come unto Me, and | will refresh 
you,” and if this brother or any of our Catholic readers will 
push their way past the priests and forms and ceremonies 
of their Church to our Lord Himself, and deal with Him 
directly, as many of them would if He stood before them 
in the flesh, they would soon find out that He would give them 
the knowledge that they had passed from death into lif: 
that whereas they had been blind now they could see. When 
they had accepted for themselves, by faith, the atoning sacri- 
fice for their sins offered up on the Cross for all men, once 
for all, they would know that all ground for fear of the 
wrath of God had passed away, and they would know that 
they were reconciled to Him by the death of His Son. 
Many things that they now love or at least enjoy, would 
lose all attraction for them, and many things that suggest 
no pleasant thoughts to them would become their most valued 
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experiences. The Word of God, of which they now kauw 
next to nothing, would reveal itself to them as a veritable 
gold mine of light and comfort and wisdom for ail the vary- 
ing circumstances of their daily life. For the endless repeti- 
tion of paternosters and “Hail, Marys” they would exchange 
the daily petitions for continually changing needs, with the 
assurance that they were heard, and often answered in the 
very form desired. They would have a religious experience 
worth talking about, and would find pleasure in telling others 
of what a Saviour they had found. 

How can any average Roman Catholic recommend his 
religion to his non-Catholic friends when the best it can 
do for him is to land him in Purgatory at the end of life, even 
if all his days he has been a faithful child of the Church and 
obeyed each and all of its commandments? 

But the man who has Jesus for his personal friend and 
Saviour is quite sure of that fact, and can boldly tell the 
sinful, the perplexed, the sorrowing, and the suffering, where 
salvation and forgiveness, and sympathy and help can be 
found here on earth, with a sure and certain hope of going 
to be with the Lord in the hour of death. 

This is the religion of the New Testament. This was the 
religion of St. Peter and St. Paul and St. John and St. Pat- 
rick, and of all those who take the words of Jesus Christ as 
spoken to themselves personally. 

It is the religion of the writer of these lines and he can 
recommend it to every man and woman in the whole wide 
world. He has lived in the enjoyment of it for nearly forty 
vears and proved its practical value in sorrow and in joy, in 
bereavement and poverty and loss and temptation and tria!'s 
of many descriptions. But never once has our Lord failed 
him and through all things he has been brought off more 
than conqueror through Christ who had loved him and given 
Himself for him. 

No wonder that he knows he is saved.

If you do not possess it, go to our Blessed Lord, 
and get it—NOW! 
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A GLORIFICATION OF HYPHENISM 


“When we get through with this war. and civil 
liberty is made safe once more upon this earth, 


there is going to be a day of judgment in these 
United States. Foreign-born citizens and the in- 
stitutions which have cherished foreignness are go- 

ing to be brought to the judgment bar of this Re- 

public. That day of judgment looks more to me 

to-day like the great Day of Judgment than anything 
I have thought of for many years. There is going 

to be a separation on that day of the sheep from the 

goats. Every institution that has been engaged in 

this business of making foreignness perpetual in the 
United States will have to change or cease. That is 
going to cut deep, but it is coming, 

“And the object of the sentence which I pro- 
nounce upon you to-day is not alone to punish you 
for the disloyalty of which you have been guilty, 
but to serve notice upon you, and the likes of you 

and all of the groups of people in this district who 

have been cherishing foreignness, that the end of that 

régime has come.”—Judge Charles I. Amidon, United 
States District Court, District of North Dakota, 
August 19, 1918, in passing a three-year sentence 
upon Rey. J. Fontana, for uttering seditious lan- 
guage for the purpose of interfering with the 

Government’s military activities. 

After all that has been spoken and written against “hy- 
phenism” during the last five years, it will seem almost 
incredible to the average unhyphenated American citizen that 
in New York City, the State and City Departments of Edu- 
cation should be planning a celebration called “America’s 
Making” the chief purpose of which seems to be to accen- 
tuate the hyphenism that pervades the aggregation of the 
foreign colonies of which a large part of the city’s popu- 
lation is made up. 

Yet it is so, the dates set being from October 29 to 
November 12, 1921, and a pamphlet called “Immigrant Con- 
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tributions to the American Nation,” issued from the head- 
quarters of “America’s Making, Inc.,” 7 West 16th St., New 
York City, has been published, and the avowed purpose of 
the celebration is to show that the American nation is “in 
a unique degree a nation of immigrants, and the offspring 
of immigrants of many races.” 

This pamphlet states that “the original Colonists were 
the first immigrants. They laid the initial foundation,” and 
then calmly makes this queer assertion: “The immigrants of 
to-day are no less truly Colonists of their generation.” 

While none would disparage the contributions of foreign- 
born citizens to the building up of the country—the “nation” 
being complete in itselfi—their work has not been that of “the 
original Colonists.” 

“The original Colonists” were practically all English by 
birth, Protestants in religion, men and women of good edu- 
cation, lovers of civil liberty as set forth in English political 
documents and English social and political institutions, im- 
patient of, if not antagonistic to, clerical control, and believers 
in universal education. Scholars and professional men formed 
a considerable percentage of their number, and they brought 
with them, not merely a set of ideals for the setting up of a 
stable government based on the will of the people, but well 
worked out plans for translating the words expressing these 
ideals into concrete facts—which they did. 

The overwhelming percentage of immigrants that have 
entered this land during the last twenty years have brought 
little with them of mental culture of any kind; the onl) 
government of any sort which they (and their forebears for 
centuries) have known is that of the pattern described in 
the Bull “Unam Sanctam” of Pope Boniface’ VIII—‘the 
sword of princes and kings wielded at the will and suffrance 
of the priest’—kings and priests having combined thei: 
power to keep the masses of the people under subjection by 


the propagation of ignorance and the inculcation of super- 
stition posing as religion. Of the great majority it is ver) 
doubtful if on their arrival they had the most elementary 
knowledge of even the principles and theories upon which 
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our Government has been erected, much less how its ma- 
chinery has been constructed and how it operates. 


Of course, there have been, all through the years, enough 
individual exceptions to prove the rule; but so far as tens of 
thousands have been concerned their chief idea has been 
to work hard with their hands and arms for a few years, save 
all the money they could, and then return to the lands from 
which they came, to pass the remainder of their days there. 


There may be—and probably are—other fundamental dif- 
ferences between the immigrants from Southern and South- 
eastern Europe and the Pilgrims and Puritans, but these 
will suffice to disprove the assertion that these immigrants 
are the Pilgrims and Puritans and Cavaliers of to-day. In 
addition it may be pointed out that the great majority of 
these immigrants, even after they have taken out their natu- 
ralization papers, place their highest allegiance—the “‘spirit- 
ual”—on the banks of the Tiber, with a priest who claims 
the Temporal Supremacy over all the rulers of the world, 
ncluding, of course, the President of the United States. As 
recently as 1885, Pope Leo XIII said in the Encyclial “Im- 
mortale Dei’: 

“Over this mighty multitude [all mankind] God has Him- 
self set rulers with power to govern: and He has willed that 
me should be the head of all, and the chief and unerring 
teacher of truth.”—Great Encyclical Letters of Pope Leo 
NII,” p. 112. 


In the New York Times, July 17, 1921, George P. Baker, 
’rofessor of Dramatic Literature, Harvard University, wrote 
in article on “The Pilgrim Spirit in Pageantry.” It would 
be hard to find a better setting forth of the fundamental and 
wide-as-the-poles-asunder differences between the Pilgrims 
and the majority of the immigrants of the last twenty years— 
especially from Eastern, South-eastern and Southern Europe 
than is contained in the following paragraphs: 

“In the course of the studies that I have necessarily under- 
taken in writing a pageant in celebration of the landing of 
the Pilgrim Fathers, I have become ever more and more 
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impressed with the immensity of the achievement of those 
102 intrepid men and women who left a life of at any rate 
physical security and certainly of relative ease in Holland, 
where they had taken refuge, for the perils and hazards of 
residence in a new country, about which little was known, 
and that little not too reassuring. 

“The Pilgrims, in making their great decision at Leyden 
in July, 1620, made it with a fairly full knowledge of what 
was before them. They were drawn to the new land by no 
hopes of pecuniary gain (although that consideration played 
its part with the backers of their enterprise); their decision 
was prompted solely by spiritual reasons. In the safe security 
of the Dutch cities to which they had fled from England they 
had found not only the means of making a reasonable liveli- 


hood and that freedom of worship according to their con- 


sciences for which they had come, but also a generous hos- 
pitality on the part of their Dutch friends. It was ‘this 
very spirit of hospitality that ultimately prompted them to 
carry their Pilgrim quest across the Atlantic. The Dutch 
were a gay and pleasure-loving people, and the Pilgrim 
Fathers, after eleven years in their company, found them- 
selves affected with grave fears for the influence upon the 
younger members of their community of their pleasure-lov- 
ing hosts. They found themselves, in other words, in danger 
of losing their identity as a distinct group of English men 
and women, and they realized that if they were to preserve 
that identity it must be in a sterner atmosphere than was 
afforded by the Dutch cities in which they had found refuge. 

“The idea which | have tried to carry out is not only to 
show the spirit with which the Pilgrims came to the new 
land, the spirit which drove them forth from England for the 
sake of conscience and which would allow them no rest until 
they finally established themselves in Plymouth, but to show 
also the persistence of that Pilgrim spirit through all the 
history of the United States of America. I could not have 
written this pageant if | were not profoundly convinced that 
the Pilgrim spirit has always been and remains to-day the 
highest expression of the ideals of this country. 

The nearest that I can come to any definition is to say 
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that the Pilgrim spirit, as I view it, was an extraordinary 
combination of toleration, spirituality and God-given com- 
mon sense. The spirituality will pass unchallenged by all. 
As for the toleration and common sense of the Pilgrim 
Fathers, I can think of no better instance of these qualities 
than is to be found in their treatment of subsequent settlers 
in their colony. They, like ourselves, had their immigration 
problem, and although it was not as large a problem as ours, 
it was even more acute. In handling it, the original May- 
flower band exhibited a degree of toleration and a sane com- 
mon sense attitude that in the main set an example for the 
treatment of the question which has persisted through all our 
history.” 

And the best response of the Roman hierarchy to the said 
treatment of the question is the warlike slogan of Archbishop 
Ireland, “Make America Catholic!” And, of course, this 
means the supersession of the Declaration of Independence 
by the Encyclical “Immortal Dei” of Pope Leo XIII. Which 
may God forbid! 


Members of Catholic Sisterhoods are eligible for employ- 


ment as teachers in the public schools of Indiana, according 
to an opinion of U. S. Lesh, attorney general of the State, 
says “The Missionary” (Papal organ), Washington, D. C.

The teacher was a Sister of Charity who had been licensed 
and regularly employed by the appropriate school authorities, 
according to the opinion. 
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MAKING AMERICA CATHOLIC 


“Even unto death fight for justice, and God 
will overthrow thy enemies for thee.”—Eccle- 
siasticus 4: 33. 

This was the text from which the late Archbishop Ireland 
preached his famous sermon at Baltimore, on Sunday, Nov. 
10, 1881, at the opening of the Roman Catholic congress, 
which contained the following call to arms addressed to the 
hierarchy of the Roman Church: 


“Our work is to make America Catholic. If we love 
America, if we love the Church, to mention the work 
suffices. Our cry shall be ‘God wills it!’ and our hearts 
shall leap with Crusader enthusiasm. We know the 
Church is the sole owner of the truths and graces of sal- 
vation. The Catholic Church will confirm and preserve, 
as no human power or human Church can, the liberties 
of the Republic.” 


It is worthy of note that the call was not to “make Ameri- 
cans Catholics,” but to make the nation “Catholic’”—an entire- 
ly different proposition. In the forty years that have elapsed 
since that battle cry was sounded, the efforts of the Roman 
hierarchy for the “conversion” of the American people have 
been relatively negligible, but their efforts to obtain control 
of the Government have never ceased for one day. 

The accomplishment of this purpose is now within a 
measurable distance of success, unless the great bulk of the 
non-Catholic people act quickly in the matter. The total 


ignorance of millions of the population as to the very existence 
of the Papal Peril is only equalled by the supineness and 
inertia of those who have some knowledge of it. For over 
twenty years we have heard the reply given to warnings: 
“The good sense of the American people will prevent any such 
result;” “The American people would never stand for any

such things,” etc. 

The reasons for this article are to be found in the de- 
termination of the Roman hierarchy to elect virtually the 
entire new membership of the next Congress; and also the 
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following paragraphs of a circular letter dated January 19, 
1921, sent out by the National Catholic Welfare Council, 
Washington, D. C., to some 20,000 priests in respect of the 
Smith-Towner Bill. We quote these paragraphs for the 
information of our readers: 

“We are communicating with our five thousand societies 
of Catholic men to urge that they be prepared for action; 
that they be prepared upon notice from us to wire their Con- 
gressman as societies and to have individual members and 
the friends of members, non-Catholic as well as Catholic, also 
wire protests to their political representatives in Washington. 

“We earnestly request that you bring our statement to 
the attention of influential persons, especially non-Catholics, 
that they may be ready to send protests to their Congress- 
men. We request that no protest be sent either from your- 
self or your friends until you receive definite word from us. 
The effectiveness of a protest is in its opportuneness. We 
will let you know by telegraph or letter. 

“Such protest, whether from yourself or others, should be 
based on the dangers which the Smith-Towner Bill involves 
for public education: the heavy, unwarranted increase which 
it will mean in public taxes, and the unjust and unequal distri- 
bution of those taxes. NO REFERENCE SHOULD BE 
MADE TO THE DANGER WHICH IT HOLDS FOR 
OUR CATHOLIC SCHOOLS OR FOR ANY OTHER 
SPECIFICALLY RELIGIOUS INTEREST. 

“Through the medium of the National Catholic Welfare 
Council you will be kept advised on all such ‘Subjects,’ and 
we trust that in all cases, as in this, you will work with us 
to the end that our laymen may be one, as our Church is 
one; that with one mind, as with one heart, we may fight the 
fight for country and for Church against all the forces of evil 
that openly, or insidiously, would subvert the best interests 
of man.” 

This last paragraph sets forth quite plainly: (1) that the 
National Catholic Welfare Council is first, last and all the 
time a political body; and (2) that all Catholics are expected 
to obey the orders of the hierarchy whensoever issued and on 
whatever matter. 
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And the Sinn Fein methods of the last two years in Ire- 
land give a good line on methods likely to be adopted in cases 
where such may be deemed suitable to the circumstances. 

The Editor of “The Protestant,” Washington, D. C., who 
publishes a photo fac-simile of the letter from’ which the 
foregoing paragraphs are taken, says: 

“The photograph letter shows that the hierarchy of Rome 
is secretly commanding twenty thousand priests to force their 
parishioners to deluge Congress with letters and telegrams 
virtually dictated by the thrones of the hierarchy. Press 
reports disclose that the same thrones are massing Roman 
Catholic voters to drive us into a monstrous and suicidal war. 
Such a war means the wreck of democracy and civilization. 
Rome is seeking it for that specific purpose.” 


He also says: “The one great power among our co-bel- 
ligerents that has survived the titanic struggle with a 
modicum of sanity and composure is England. As bewildered 
civilization turns to America and England as the hope of the 
world the hierarchy and Jesuits of Rome work industriously 


to embroil these two powers in a suicidal war in order that 
no vestige of Protestantism and democracy shall survive, That 
is the only possible meaning of the De Valera movement here. 
The British government has admonished us again and again 
that interference by America in behalf of popery in Ireland 
cannot be tolerated. Such interference is precisely the object 
for which the Papal_Empire is marshaling its forces among 
us. 

“In the presence of this critical situation—the most critical 
in our history—let no honest citizen be lulled into a false sense 
of security. Rome has flooded the calendars of the present 
Congress with Papal-Irish resolutions and has wasted the 
time and money of the people in their consideration. Unless 
patriots respond to the situation she will have a hundred 
more Representatives and a score more Senators in the next 
Congress.” 

Referring once more to the sermon of Archbishop Ireland 
quoted above, we would say that the second clause of its text 
should not be passed over without notice, because it implies 
the destruction of all our civil and religious liberties, in spite 
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of the honeyed words of the paragraph of the sermon quoted 
above. 


In support of this assertion there is no need to quote from 


the utterances of Pope Innocent III or Pope Boniface VIII, 
for four years after Archbishop Ireland preached his 
sermon Pope Leo XIII issued an Encyclical entitled “Im- 
mortale Dei,” in which after specifically condemning, one after 
another, all of the typical essentials of our system of govern- 
ment, he thus set forth the duty of the Roman Catholic laity 
in view of what he had said before: 

“First and foremost it is the duty of all Catholics worthy 
of the name and wishful to be known as most loving children 
of the Church, to reject without swerving whatever is in- 
consistent with so fair a title; to make use of popular 
institutions, so far as can honestly be done, for the advance- 
ment of truth and righteousness; to strive that liberty of 
action shall not transgress the bounds marked out by nature 
and the law of God; to endeavor to bring back all civil society 
to the pattern and form of Christianity which We have 
described.”

CHOCOLATE-COLORED “MADONNAS” 


During the last few weeks two “imported” pictures have 
been on view in the window of a Roman Catholic store of 
ecclesiastical furnishings in Barclay Street, in which the 
Virgin Mary and the infant Christ are presented with com- 
plexions of a deep chocolate hue. The price of each is $50, 
and in reply to an inquiry as to the reason for the use of the 
chocolate hue, a gentleman gravely asserted that this was 
the color assumed by the Madonna and child, when they ap- 
peared—to somebody who apparently had “eyes to see’’! 
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SPAIN AND CONCRETE SINN FEINISM 

In “The Free Methodist” (Chicago) April 26, 1921, Mr. 
Lloyd George is quoted as having said that one reason why 
the establishment of a republic in Ireland was impossible 
was that: “If conceded, it would mean civil war in Ireland, 
in which hundreds of thousands of people, not only from 
Great Britain, but from all over the world, would hasten 
to take part.” 

And this with very good reason. On May 15, 1919, in 
the New York “World,” David O’Conor, “late editorial staff 
“Sinn Fein Daily,” wrote: “Our President, De Valera, has 
already explained in precise terms that in a free Ireland our 
priests and bishops will ever be held in honor and esteem, 
and that our religion will be openly and publicly taught in 
our schools; that religion, in fact, will form the basis of our 
development, the corner-stone of our civilization.” 

Perhaps the most conspicuous results of such a proposi- 
tion are seen today in Spain. The New York “Times” (May 
29) in an editorial quotes a writer in “The Fortnightly Re- 
view” who says: “The rich were made fabulously wealthy by 
the war, and the poor plunged into a deeper abyss of misery 
and despair. The profiteers are living in unheard of luxury, 
the poor are often without a crust and in rags. The civil 
service reeks with bribery, graft is everywhere. Judges cower 
to the “political lash.” There are 12,000,000 Spaniards who 
cannot read or write, and schools are lacking for 3,000,000 
children. In all Spain, a land of 190,000 square miles, only 
5,500,000 persons produce useful things, and the entire popu- 
lation appears to be sunk in a lethargy which stings the new 
school of reformers to violent speech.” 

This is the present day aspect of a land in which Catho- 
licism has been “the basis of development” and “the corner- 
stone of civilization” for 500 years. No wonder that the New 
York “City Missions Monthly” for May says that of about 
100,000 Spanish-speaking people in New York City hardly 
4,000 claim any religious connection,

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THE “INDISCRETION” OF REAR-ADMIRAL SIMS 

On June 8, 1921, Rear-Admiral W. S. Sims was one of the 
speakers at a luncheon given by the English-Speaking Union, 
at the Hyde Park Hotel, in London. In the course of his 
remarks he was quoted in the press reports as having said: 


“| do not want to touch on the Irish question, ior | 
know nothing about it, and have not run across anybody 
in England who does. But there are some people in cur 


country who technically are Americans, some of them 
naturalized and some native born but some of them are 
not really Americans at all. Some of these people are 
now trying to destroy the good relations between our 
two countries. They are Americans when they want 
money but Sinn Feiners when on the platform. They are 
enemies of ours and yours. They are like the zebra 
either white horses with black stripes or black horses 
with white stripes. We know that they are not horses. 
And some people think they are asses; but each one of 
these asses has a vote and it is one of the inconveniences 
of a republican form of Government that American born 
citizens thought it necessary to cater to these votes. 
This necessarily created a wrong impression on this side 
as to the sentiments of the great body of Americans, 
but the people of Great Britain know how much con- 
fidence to place in resolutions which are forced by these 
jackass votes. 
“Eleven years ago I made a prophecy which came true. 
I will venture another now. I believe I shall live to see 
the day when the English speaking peoples of the world 
will come together in bonds of comradeship; and if they 
do they will be able to run this round globe. Personally, 
I believe I shall live to see an inter-English speaking 
policy and when we have that we shall have all that is 
needed to secure peace and prosperity in the world.” 
On June 24, Secretary Denby addressed the following 
reprimand to the Rear-Admiral: 
“The Department insists on maintaining both the precedent 
and the propriety which forbids a Government servant of 
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your position discussing such matters in a foreign country. 

“That the impropriety of such public utterances has once 
before been brought to your attention is shown by the fact 
that a public reprimand was administered to you in 1911 for 
making the following statement in a public speech in London: 
If the time ever comes when the British Empire is seriously 
menaced by an external enemy, it is my opinion that you may 
count upon every man, every dollar, every drop of blood of 
your kindred across the sea. 

“In the reprimand above mentioned the duties and respon- 
sibilities of officers of the navy who speak in public were 
clearly and fully set forth. Your remarks on the occasion 
now under discussion, therefore, constitute a flagrant and de- 
liberate disregard of specific instructions. 

“The Department is not unmindful of your record and 
achievements as an officer of the navy, but the conspicuous 
position you now hold, coupled with the fact that you have 
previously offended in a similar manner, merely serves to add 
to the gravity of the present offence. 

“The Department deplores the fact that it is necessary to 
rebuke a flag officer in public, but you have made such action 
unavoidable. 

“The Department expresses its strong and unqualified dis- 
approval of your conduct in having again delivered a highly 
improper speech in a foreign country, and you are hereby 
publicly reprimanded.” 

The most important part of this reprimand is its absolute 
silence as to the subject matter or phraseology of the Ad- 
miral’s remarks themselves, being solely administered for 
having “again delivered a highly improper speech in a for- 
eign country.” 

The alien-allegianced hyphenates to whom the Admiral 
referred lost no time in demonstrating the accuracy of his 
characterization of them, both in printed and spoken words, 
and this served to heighten the effect of the nation-wide 
reaction to his remarks, which gave abundant proof of the 
wisdom of those Union Club Roman Catholics who last De- 
cember addressed their letter of protest against the Sinn Fein 
propaganda to one of the most conspicuous ecclesiastical 
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“zebras” of their Church. Their sagacity warned them—and 
incidentally, the Vatican—of the sinister reaction against the 
Church itself caused in the minds of the American public at 
large as much by the form of the Sinn Fein agitation here as 
by the criminal methods of the organization ‘tself in Ireland. 

Editorial comment by the national press on the Sims 
incident, both before and after the reprimand must have given 
a severe jolt to those of the Roman hyphenated hierarchy 
who thought (and not altogether without some show of reason) 
that they had obtained virtual control of the American press 
as a whole and a gratifying disappointment to many groups 
of the public at large who were somewhat of the same opinion. 

Perhaps in no American city has Sinn Fein shown itself 
more in its true colors in the local papers, almost daily, for 
the last two years than in Jersey City, N. J.; although it is 
true that much space has been also given to spoken and 
written utterances of those who wrote and spoke for true 
Americanism, The Jersey City “zebras,” many of whom fre- 
quently declare themselves to be hundred per cent. white, 
must have been greatly shocked to read the following editorial 
in the Jersey Journal of June 25: 

“Those Sinn Feiners in America to whom Admiral Sims 
referred when he said in London ‘Some of these people are 
now trying to destroy -the good relations between our two 
countries,’ and whom he inelegantly, but most forcefully, 
characterized as ‘asses,’ will get little satisfaction out of 
Secretary Denby’s public reprimand of the Admiral. The 
Secretary’s letter merely calls attention once again to what 
the Admiral said, does not attempt to refute any of his state- 
ments (for the simple reason that they cannot be refuted), 
and by the very failure even to suggest that what the Admiral 
said was untrue adds a sort of official indorsement to the 
speech. 

“From a technical viewpoint, the Admiral was wrong in 
making that address, and it is for that technical offense, and 
for that alone, he is reprimanded. But Americans the country 
over know that the Admiral spoke the truth when he told 
of the help Germany received in the war from Sinn Feiners, 
both here and in Ireland, and that it is from these men here 
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that comes most of the Anglophobia that now and then erupts 
so conspicuously. Maybe the Admiral did ‘spill the beans,’ 
to use his own words, but most Americans are glad he did so. 
There is a healthier tone in American public life ever since 
the country came to comprehend just what the Admiral said. 

“The reprimand will not injure the Admiral’s reputation in 
the least, while the ‘asses’—and no honest man will attempt 
to make it appear that by that term the Admiral referred to 
any but those Sinn Feiners who are trying to drive America 
into a war with England—will note with chagrin that Sims 
is still Admiral, is still head of the Naval War College at 
Newport, is not at all perturbed over the Secretary’s action, 
and immediately after the ‘call down’ was cordially received 
by the President. 

“Admiral Sims is quite secure in the esteem of his fellow 
Americans.” 

While this editorial voices the general utterance of respon- 
sible journals the country over, it is the more noteworthy in 
itself because of the circumstances mentioned above. 


“Quarterdeck,” writing in the New York “Tribune” (June 
21, 1921) says in an article that we wish we had space to 
print entire: 


“On this cruise (in the China Sea) Sims met Captain after- 
ward Admiral, Sir Percy Scott, who had vastly improved the 
power of the British Navy by a new system of gunnery train- 
ing. (The percentage of hits of our navy at the battle of 
Santiago, this writer says, had been three per cent.) Scott 
and Sims became friends. Scott and the British Navy kept 
no secret from Sims, who immediately began a determined 
fight to improve the gunnery in our navy. He adopted the 
slogan: ‘The only shots that count are the ones that hit.’ 

The bureaus at the Navy Department and conservative officers 
condemned Sims as an agitator... The ‘Principal Digni- 
taries’ as he called them... threatened him with court- 
martial. He defied them and fought the harder. President 
Roosevelt heard of Sims and immediately backed him. Sims 
was made inspector of target practice and aide to the Presi- 
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dent ... Sims, with Roosevelt’s help, taught the Navy how 
to shoot. No officer, in the last twenty-five years has done 
so much to make the Navy efficient for war as did Sims in this 
one struggle . 

“These paragraphs throw a new light on the previous 
‘indiscretion’ referred to in Secretary Denby’s letter of repri- 
mand: 

“Commander Sims, in the ‘Minnesota,’ went to Europe 
with Admiral Schroeder’s fleet. The Lord Mayor of London 
invited the enlisted men of the second division of Schroeder’s 
fleet to luncheon in the Guidhall. This was the first time in 


history that an enlisted man had been so honored. Sims went 
in command: 


“The Lord Mayor welcomed our men in a hearty speech. 
Sims responded. He declared in a ringing tone that if the 
British Empire should ever be threatened the United States 
would come to its ‘aid ‘with its last dollar and its last drop 
of blood.’ A thodsand American bluejackets jumped to their 
feet with deafeniff® cheers and threw their caps all over the 
Guidhall. It was one of the most inspiring sights in history. 


The Lord Mayor and distinguished guests were speechless. 
They could hardly believe their ears. A new doctrine had 
been born! Sims’s words rang around the world. All nations 
were stirred. 

“But the Kgjiser had been offended! . . 

“Sims’s recOrd in the World War is above criticism. In four 
days after reaching London he correctly sized up the situation. 
He advocated Hynediate action by the Navy Department. He 
made not one mhistake—not one. As a member of the Allied 
Council he demanded absolute co-operation. In language blunt, 
fearless and ‘undiplomatic’ he roused the council of Allied 
commanders to co-ordinate all their forces. His contribution 
to the winning of the war will never be fully known. It can- 
not be exaggerated. He commanded our naval forces and 
directed their activities with consummate skill.”
